In response to Applicant's argument regarding the lamp body (34) of Burton not providing support for the reflector (30), the Examiner 
took a broad interpretation of the claim, whereby it is clear that the body (34) provides support/shielding from outside foreign objects. It 
should further be noted that the Applicant is suggesting that "support" provides "attachment", which is not supported by the claim 
language. 

In response to Applicant's argument regarding the attachment portion being fixed to the lamp body, it should be noted that the 
Examiner defined the lamp body in Claim 1 to be elements (32, 34) of Burton, which would be commensurate to the scope of the claim 
as stated and broadly interpreted. 

In response to Applicant's argument regarding that Burton fails to suggest that the reflector be supported at two points, the Examiner 
addressed the obviousness under duplication of parts (St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemix Co., 193 USPQ 8) with the motivation that providing 
multiple reflector tilting means would increase the degree of freedom through which the reflector may be adjusted, as well as provide for 
greater support. 

In response to Applicant's argument regarding the "driving source", the Examiner took a broad interpretation of the claim as stated by 
the Applicant, whereby element (28) of Burton was construed to be a driving source and remains commensurate to the scope. Applicant 
should further define structurally what a driving source is to read over the prior art. 
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
